pretty good scorching -will be possible. 


The laws agniust fast riding on tho 


public roads of tills section of the 
country are very stringent, and cy- 
clists who arc tired with an ambition 
to burn up the ground speedily land 
In tho lockup. Besides, the laud for 
miles up and down the river IB owned 
by different millionaires, who have 
made of the place ouo vast purk. 
William Rockefeller, the brother of 
John D., has a big place nearby, at 
Scarboro1, and adjoining bis land is 
tho tine estate of Mrs. lilllot I1'. Sliep- 
ard. Not fin- distant is the country 
home of Miss Helen Gould, and within 
easy riding distance is the mansion o( 
her brother, IWward Gould. In addi- 
tion to those there arc the homes of 
many rich men 'and women uot so 
well' known to fame, because of the 
comparatively small number ot mill- 
ions they own. 
In all of these families there arc 


several 
bicycle riders, aud 
when 


i;ucstR aro lx?!ng entertained at any 
of the houses, whicli happens pretty 
much all the time, the number ot 
rldors Increases. William Rockefeller, 
for instance, has a regular bicycle 
stable.
